The members immediately pro- 
ceeded to choose a president and 
vice president to succeed Colonel 
Miller and Mrs. E. C. Batchelor, 
whose terms expired. Mrs. Batch- 
elor had served as vice president. 

Colonel Miller was unanimously 
chosen to succeed himself as presi- 
dent and Mrs. F. T. Van Auken 
was elected vice president. Flection 
for secretary and treasurer does not 
take place until March. Those po- 
sitions are held by Dr. L. A. King 
and Dr. Walter Steckbeck, respec- 
tively.

According to the latest estimates 
prepared by the Bell Telephone 
Company of Pennsylvania, Nar- 
berth will have 2100 telephones in 
operation by the end of 1932. This 
will mean an increase of 500 tele- 
phones in the next live years and 
is jii indication of the general de- 
vel ipment that will characterize this 
section during the coming years. 

From a service viewpoint the 
present telephone plant is adequate 
for Narberth's immediate needs. 
The telephone company, however, 
lays its plans for the future so that 
all necessary equipment will be in 
place and operating before it is ac- 
tually needed. 

The plans to meet future expan- 
sion are made by telephone engi- 
neers. Past telephone development 
in each community is taken. An 
average growth for a year is then 
obtained and projected into the fu- 
ture. New trends in industry, the 
natural increase of the population, 
and all other factors likely to have 
an effect on telephone development 
in each community are considered. 

Telephone field men equipped 
with maps go out into the locality 
being studied. They consider tnt 
placing of new roads, probable sites 
for residence and business purposes 
and also select probable routes for 
new cables that will be required to 
handle the growth. 

Two estimates are then prepared. 
One, which is called a short term 
estimate, provides for growth for 
live years in the future. The other, 
known as a long term estimate, 
is for a period extending over 20 
years in the future. 

V- is, surprising how closely the 
estimated figures agree with the ac- 
tual growth figures. The engineers 
who do this work are so proficient 
that it is only a very unusual devel- 
opment in a community which 
causes any more than the slightest 
difference between estimated and 
actual telephone development.

Representatives of Lower 
Merion township, the borough of 
Narberth, the Merion Civic As- 
sociation, and sundry individual 
residents of Merion appeared last 
Thursday at the hearing before 
Public Service Commissioner 
Benn in Philadelphia City Hall 
to protest the application of tin- 
Montgomery Bus Company for a 
new line which is to run from 
Overbrook. down Wynnewood 
avenue in Merion to Wynnewood 
road, Narberth, and out this 
thoroughfare to Montgomery 
Pike and Anderson avenue, Ard 
more. 

No decision was given, bu1 
Commissioner Benn declared that 
he would take the matter under 
advisement and would render a 
ruling as soon as practicable. It 
is believed that a decision may be 
expected within the coming week 
Despite the opposition express- 
ed from many sources, the feel- 
ing was prevalent among many of 
the attorneys at the hearing that 
the application of the bus com- 
pany would be approved. 

Air. Hall's testimony had to do 
with the narrowness of Wynne- 
wood avenue, Merion, over which 
it is proposed to run the new bus 
line. He declared that the 
thoroughfare was in poor repair 
and in one stretch admitted of a 
cartway of only 14 feet. 

Mr. Smith repeated some of 
his previous arguments for the 
route and declared that another 
point for the line was the increase 
in the buildings of St. Charles 
Seminary at City Line, which 
would bring more students, who 
would need better transportation 
conveniences. In rebuttal it was 
stated that this institution had an 
entrance on Lancaster Pike also, 
and that students could ayail 
themselves of busses running on 
that pike. 

Division Passenger A gent 
Jones of the railroad submitted 
schedules and tariffs of the Pen- 
nsylvania Railroad for Merion, 
stating that these provided ade- 
quately and fairly for the trans- 
portation needs of that com- 
munity.

Their plant 
in St. Louis is claimed to be the 
largest and most up-to-date plant 
for the manufacture of pipe or- 
gans in this country. All Kilgen 
organs are built according to con- 
tract, and are voiced to suit the 
auditorium, therefore no organ is 
installed which will have either 
too little power for the size of the 
hall. i. 

George Kilgen & Sons have 
built some of the smallest organs 
and some of the largest and they 
are at present installing an organ 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral, New 
York City, which will cost a mini- 
mum of $138,000. A Kilgen organ 
is also to be installed in St. Mar- 
garet's Catholic Church of Nar- 
berth.

In Which Our Newshound Picks an 
'All" Team horn L. M. and Its Rivals

Now that the football season 
has come to an end, the usual se- 
lections of "All" teams are in or- 
order. The writer believes that it 
is impossible for any one person 
to select a team and claim that it 
is the best team that can be made 
up of players that have played in 
the suburban district in the sea- 
son just closed ; therefore I have 
limited myself to players on teams 
that have played against Lower 
Merion. all of whom I have seen 
in action. I believe, if the above 
group of players were all available 
for any one coach, that coach 
could mold a team that would 
give a very jjood account of itself 
against any high school eleven. 
A good team must have a good 
. set of forwards, therefore, the first 
duty of any "All" picker is to se- 
lect a good line. Starting with the 
ends I think that Krick, of Rad- 
nor High School, was about the 
best end in suburban ranks this 
fall. He was fast down the field 
on all punts, a vicious tackier and a 
shifty hard player who made a 
good deal of trouble for opposing 
backfield men. As his running 
mate on the other wing I have se- 
lected Johnson, of Abington, 
whom I rank second only to 
Krick. The substitutes for this 
position are Paul, of Cheltenham, 
and Purse, of Lower Merion. 
Honorable mention is given to 
Bound, of Radnor ; Voorhees, of 
Penn Charter, and D'Amora, of 
Lower Merion. 

Big Fellows at Tackle. 
For the tackle posts we need 
big fellows that can stand the 
gaff. Cook, of Lower Merion, and 
Fox, of Radnor, are the best. Both 
are around the six foot mark and 
weigh close to 1 75 pounds of good 
muscle. For their understudys in 
this position I would use Haag, of 
Penn Charter, and Richardson, of 
Lower Merion. There has been a 
lack of good guards this season 
and for that reason I have taken 
Captain Brodgen, of Cheltenham, 
and shifted him to one of the 
tackle posts. His regular position 
is tackle, but I feel that I would 
need him on my first team and 
that is why I would change his 
job. His helper on the other side 
of the center would be Zinn, of 
Haverford High. Zinn, while not 
a big fellow, makes up for his lack 
of weight by the fury of his play. 
The substitutes for this position 
are Mattix. of Abington, and Mc- 
Cauley, of Lansdowne. Honor- 
able mention is given Bottoms, of 
Lower Merion. 

Standing head and shoulders 
above any center in scholastic 
ranks this fall is Scott, of Lower 
Merion. He would get the call at 
center. Though a trifle erratic at 
times in his passing, he made up 
for this in the manner in which he 
backed up the line. He did the 
work of two ordinary centers. 
Logan, of Haverford, makes a 
good sub to have on hand should 
anything happen to Scott. Hon- 
orable mention is given to Curley, 
of Radnor High School. 

Backfield Above Average. 
Now for the backfield. With 
such a powerful set of forwards 
any average backfield would be 
hard to stop, but my players are 
more than the average ones. My 
first team backfield would be com- 
posed of Smith, of Lower Merion. 
Smith would hit off tackle and 
would be a consistent ground 
gainer. Worrel, of Lansdowne, 
and Kern, of Abington, would be 
my halfbacks. Both can run the 
ends and throw passes and would 
make an ideal combination. G. 
Lentz, of Radnor, would fill the 
fullback position and do the punt- 
ing. His punts have averaged 
over 50 yards all season, a really 
remarkable achievement for a 
high school player. 

My second team backfield at 
first glance seems even stronger 
than my first one, but I think that 
in the long run the first quartet 



would prove the better. The sec- 
ond team backfield would be com- 
posed of Riley, of Cheltenham, at 
quarterback ; Fischer and Burn- 
shaw, halfbacks, and Bonner, of 
Haverford High, at fullback. 
Other good backs that should be 
mentioned for their playing this 
season are \V. Lentz, of Radnor; 
Bailey, of Penn Charter; Daniels, 
of Upper Darby ; Bishop, of Lans- 
downe; Llovd and M earns, of 
Lower Merion, and Hughes, of 
Haverford High. 

On my squad of 22 players I 
have no less than seven men that 
were captains of their respective 
teams, and in choosing Captain 
Cook, of Lower Merion, to lead 
my "All" team, I do so because I 
think it was because of his inspira- 
tional leadership that Lower Mer- 
ion had such success this season.

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Goal Almost Reached 

Final reports from the chairmen 
of all the volunteer divisions in the 
field during the recent campaign of 
the Welfare Federation show that 
the total amount contributed by 
the residents of Philadelphia and 
suburbs for the maintenance dur- 
ing 1928 of the 128 federation 
agencies, was $3,203,597.01, of 
which amount the Main Line divi- 
sion contributed $395,772.26. 

The sum that remains to be col- 
lected, $86,076.58, is only approxi- 
mately two and one-half per cent, 
of the $3,289,673.60 set as the goal. 
Federation executives are confident 
this amount will be obtained and 
the seventh annual campaign will be 
recorded as 100 per cent, successful 
before the end of this year or 
shortly thereafter. 

Of the sum remaining to be 
raised, federation officials expect to 
be able to collect approximately 
$44,000, which represents the re- 
newal value of subscriptions tabu- 
lated in previous campaigns, but not 
yet in hand.

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Christmas Shopping 



Some months ago we were sufficiently indiscreet to gently 
condemn our fellowmen for being sheep in allowing themselves 
to be sheared by a well-known prize fight promoter. Again we 
have observed the bovine tendencies of the human race. 

Go into Philadelphia any afternoon and stand on any busy 
corner; watch the so-called "reasoning animal," man, and his 
mate, woman, and see how they conduct themselves in the holi- 
day crowds. The traffic signals change; a harassed motorist 
starts to crawl across an intersection; crowds surge out in front 
of him ; individuals stop, step back, step ahead or stand and look 
at him; he stops, starts again, and the whole performance is 
repeated. Finally with great beads of perspiration on his brow 
the driver reaches the other side of the street. 

For the next exhibit, step into any great department store.

Impatient 
groups stand tapping their toes looking for some one who does 
not arrive, and incidentally preventing buyers from approach- 
ing the counters. Three or four girls walk abreast through the 
aisles and make other walkers dodge them. Gum-chewing sales 
girls adjust their coiffures while customers sink into seats before 
the counters. Tired mothers drag along the youngsters who 
blubber or chant, "Where's Santa Claus?" 

Why do we, who have chosen the suburbs or the country 
for our permanent habitat, feel obliged to move in great droves 
in the heart of the city just before Christmas? It is our experi- 
ence that today Christmas shopping can be done more leisurely 
and more pleasantly nearer home. If ever there was need for 
a buy-at-home-week it is the week before Christmas. While we 
have never been asked to boost Main Line merchants, we pro- 
pose to do the majority of our shopping with them; they have 
given us new and attractive shops and brought goods near our 
homes that equal any we could find in town. In many cases 
their prices are quite as low as those in the city; this is due, no 
doubt, to lower overhead; if the prices are slightly higher, the 
carfare would more than eat up the difference. Then, of course, 
there's the inconvenience and delay of downtown shopping. 

Who wants to motor into town these days? Who wants to 
swirl through the mass of humanity that congests every thorough- 
fare?

William L. Austin, of Rosemont, 
and Mrs. J. C. Sellers, Jr., of Mer- 
inn, were re-elected president and 
vice president, respectively, of the 
Lower Merion School Board at its 
annual election meeting Monday 
night in the Senior High School at 
Anlmore. 

Mrs. Sellers' selection as vice 
president followed her re-election 
to membership on the board in No- 
vember. She was made vice presi- 
dent for the first time last Decem- 
ber to succeed Richard J. Hamilton, 
who declined re-election to the post. 
Election of officers and accept- 
ance of the monthly report of 
Superintendent S. Kdgar Downs 
were the chief features of the 
School Board's brief meeting.^ Ex- 
tracts from the superintendent's re- 
port follow : 

Monday will see the opening of 
the Ashland School annex, it is now 
hoped. By that time sufficient small 
lin.il repairs and adjustments will 
he made to enable classes to move 
in. Some difficulty is being experi- 
enced with the heating plant, but it 
is expected that this will be rem- 
edied by Monday. 

Extensive use of both the high 
school libraries by the Senior and 
lunior High School students has 
convinced the School Board that it 
will be justified next spring in mak- 
ing a special appropriation for the 
purchase of new books for these li- 
braries. Both the full-time, quali- 
fied librarians in charge report an 
ever-increasing demand for a great- 
er supply of reference books and 
standard fiction. 

Decision has been made to im- 
prove the school bus service to and 
from Merion Square following re- 
ceipt by the School Board of com- 
plaints about the hired bus service 
now being maintained. It is claimed 
the busses have failed repeatedly to 
follow the schedules, and as a re- 
sult have been forced to drive at 
times so rapidly as to make them 
unsafe. Steps are now being taken 
to substitute a school bus for the 
hiicd bu= as soon as practicable. 

Gladwyne and Wynnewood road 
schools were discontinued all day 
Monday as a result of the breaking 
of nearby power lines during Sun- 
day's storm. At present electrically- 
driven fans are in use in all town- 
ship schools, and in most of them 
the pumps which care for the return 
of hot air to the boilers are also elec- 
trically driven. It is therefore an- 
ticipated that any further failure of 
electric service will result in tem- 
porary closing of nearby schools un 
til wires are repaired. 

Minnick to Run Summer School. 

Dean Minnick, Dean of the 
School of Education of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, was grant- 
ed permission to conduct summer 
sessions in township schools again 
next summer.

No alarm need be felt about the 
quality of water supplied Main 
Line residents by the Philadelphia 
Suburban Water Company, ac- 
coiding to C. E. Davis, manager 
of the company, in a letter which 
was read at the December meet- 
ing of the Lower Merion Health 
Board, held Monday night in the 
township at Ardmore. 

Mr. Davis, who is a former chief 
of the Philadelphia Water Bu- 
reau, wrote the health board pro- 
testing publication November 11 
of a report by Chemist David Wil- 
bur Horn that bacillus coli in the 
10 c. c. count of tested water had 
shown plus cultures recently. 

Publication of the report that 
Main Line water was not up to 
par resulted in several telephone 
calls to the health office at Ard- 
more, and to the water company 
office at Bryn Mawr, by alarmed 
residents asking if all drinking 
water should be boiled in order 
to be made safe. Mr. Davis ob- 
jected to this report in his letter to 
the health board, and in a state- 
ment to the press Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 

Fall rains caused the presence 
of more sediment in the water 
than usual, health board officials 
assert, and this caused the tem- 
porary plus cultures to be noticed 
in the bacillus coli tests. "The 
water was not unsatisfactory, as 
reported," Dr. Wilbur stated this 
week. "It was merely not so sat- 
isfactory as it had been."
